Sickness at Camp Douglas. 
The hospital at Camp Douglas has now onc 
hundred kumat es sick with measles, and from 
the infectious nature of this troublesome com- 
plaint and the rapidity with which it spreads, 
it is becoming a matter of serions inquiry at 
the Camp, where proper accommodations, com- 
forte and attendance can be procured. It is 
not at all mysterious that the presence of this 
disorder or other contagious diseases shoald 
manifest themselves. In so large an aggregate 
of men, assembled in one campand occupying 
the same barracks, there will always be found 
those who will not strictly attend to sanitary 
regulations, a rigi®observance of which is the 
only safefard against disease. The very 
prescnce of this disorder however, and its con- 
tagious character, at once shggeet that some 
means should be taken to ease the condition 
of those in the hospital and prevent any fur- 
then sprea@of the disease. 
To accowplish these ends it is absolutely 
imperative that the patients should be provi- 
ded not only with the necessaries but with 
come, at least, of the comforts of the sick 
room. Our citizens and the Sanitary Commis- 
sion are doing nobly for the troops abroad and 
the ladies have taken a noble step in inaugura- 
ting a Festival for the ald of the soldiers. 
But in all our doing we should remember also 
the soldiers we have with us. All that is need- 
ed would cost but little money and time in its 
preparation. The most imperative need is for 
prompt and speedy action. These articles for 
the sick are needed now. 
In the same connection we would suggest to 
the physicians, at present operating the City 
Hospital, the propriety of allowing some of 
these patients to be removed to that building. 
The Camp Hospital, we are informed, is already 
over-crowded and taxed beyond its capacity, to 
accommodate the rapidly increasing crowd of 
patients. Such an act of generosity would be 
heartily appreciated by the soldiers and we 
have faith enough in the large-heartedness of 
the physicians interested in the City Hospital 
to believe that the mere suggestion will meet 
with a prompt, affirmative irmative spswer.
